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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 59, 60, 61 , 65, 66 and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. These appear to be improper multiple dependent claims. These depend from 
two claims but not in the alternative. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 44-46 and 48-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Naik et al. 

7. This patent publications is seen to constitute prior art under 35 USC 102(e) as 
the filing date is earlier than that of the instant application and there is no certified 
translation of the priority documents. 

8. Compound III at [0025] is seen to anticipate the claimed compounds. Combining 
the compounds with organic materials as claimed is anticipated and/or obvious from the 
extensive teaching in the document and specifically at [0059]. In view of this disclosure, 
the claims are anticipated. In the event that one would not immediately envisage the 
addition of the claimed compounds to the claimed organic materials, then the claims 
remain obvious given the disclosure of each of the claimed elements and the 
suggestion to combine them in the manner claimed.
